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Red China Will 
Loom Big In 


News For 1964 


TOKYO (A P )—It is big. It is 
secretive. It is belligerent. And 
Hod China will continue to be 
news in 19G4 as it has for 14 
years. 
The news will be of concern to 
the West, the rest of Asia, and 
the Soviet Union. 
Red China has m ade progress 
in pulling itself out of economic 
hard times. This is good news 
for the millions who faced sta r­ 
vation during the years of the 
1958-60 “G reat Leap F o rw ard .’’ 
But a newly confident Chinese 
Com m unist leadership m ay well 
be less am enable to persuasion, 
m ore liable to stridency in the 
year ahead. 
Quarrel Continues 
The outlook is for an intensifi­ 
cation of the quarrel with the 
Russians over ways and m eans 
of defeating the West: greater 
encouragem ent to pro-Commu- 
nists in Laos. Vietminh subver­ 
sives in South Viet Nam , and 
left-leaning neutralists in C am ­ 
bodia. 
It m ay m ean a new Red Chi­ 
nese effort to dem onstrate that 
a club, and not words, is the 
way to deal with India on the 
la rd e r issue. 
The Chinese Com munists are 
growing economically independ­ 
ent of Moscow on which 
they 
depended heavily in the years

after 1949. They 
are likely to 
speak in harsher tones as they 
pursue their ideological quarrel 
with P rem ier Khrushchev. 
And. because they link K hru­ 
shchev and his policies with the 
United States, President John­ 
son undoubtedly will be the ob­ 
ject of tirades. 


Japan Gains Prestige 
Curiously enough, the propa­ 
ganda volleys against the rest 
of the “ im perialist’’ world m ay 
diminish. 
Having 
lost 
Soviet 
trade. Peking has begun to lean 
heavily on the non-Communist 
nations of Europe, on Canada 
and Australia. 
For their pur­ 
poses. 
it will 
suffice 
for 
the 
United States to be the whip­ 
ping boy for “ im perialism ." 
B etter tim es alone m ight not 
prom pt Red China 
to greater 
bellligerency. But the conscious­ 
ness that it is losing appppeal in 
the less developed 
nations of 
Asia. Africa and South A m er­ 
ica m ay do so. 
In the recent past, Com m u­ 
nist China wooed these nations 
with the exam ple of its own suc­ 
cess at revolution. 
But m any 
countries have recently turned 
tow ard 
Tokyo. 
Jap an 
began 
from scratch economically alter 
World W ar II. Today it ranks 
fourth industrially in the world. 
Its society—by contrast with 
Red China’s regim ented one—is , 
perm issive. Its people, living in 
a capitalist system , have ex tra­ 
ordinary 
freedom 
of 
speech, 
press, 
m ovem ent and 
idiosyn­ 
crasy. 
That the com parison hurts is 
no secret in secretive Red Chi­ 
na. The Chinese regim e is do- j 
ing all it can to restore its d a m ­ 
aged image. It is engaged in 
such an effort in Africa where 
P re m ie r Chou En-lai. regarded 
as 
C h in as 
most 
persuasive 
salesm an,

Rise Two-Tenths 
Of One Per Cent 


WASHINGTON 
'A P '- L iv in g 
costs, as m easured by the gov­ 
ernm ent, rose two-tenths of one 
per cent in November to a new 
high. 
The 
Labor 
D epartm ent1 re­ 
ported today that the increase 
resulted 
mainly 
from 
higher 
housing and food costs, although 
prices of m any other goods and 
services also advanced. 
The 
N ovem ber 
consum er 
price index, at 107.4 per cent of 
the 1957-59 average, was 1.3 per 
cent above a y ea r earlier. 
The figure 
m eans 
that 
con­ 
sum er item s 
which 
could 
be 
bought for SIO in the 1957-59 pe­ 
riod now cost $10.74. 
Food prices, which usually de- j 
cline 
in 
November, 
increased 
0.2 per cent. Advances in prices 
of fresh fruits and vegetables 
and sugar w ere 
the 
principal 
factors. F resh vegetables were 
up 7.8 per cent and sugar rose 
6.7 per cent. 
Housing costs advanced 0.3 
per cent during November.

The Michigan Conservation Department has re­ 
ceived a big assist from nature in its effort to explain 
deer control to the public, and particularly to the state’s 
hunters. 
Game specialists of the department have been say­ 
ing for many years that feed is the most critical factor 
in deer plenty, but they haven’t been able to prevail 
fully with this explanation. 
Hunters cling to the idea 
that hunting is the most critical factor in deer plenty. 
This is natural, because most hunters’ chief ex­ 
posure to deer is during the hunting season, when they 
see a lot of dead deer. 
It seems to make sense that if 
you don’t shoot deer in one hunting season they’ll be 
around for the next one to be shot then. But they have 
to survive the winter first and some winters have killed 
more deer in the Upper Peninsula than the hunters do.

The spectacular ability of deer to establish them­ 
selves and survive in a friendly habitat is being demon­ 
strated dramatically in southern Michigan, where deer 
in farmland areas have become so numerous that they 
are a problem and a traffic hazard. 
The northern hunter will be mindful that the deer 
in southernmost Michigan are living in a milder climate 
and that this helps survival, but apart from this the 
availability of winter feed is nourishing such a buildup 
of the herd there that the Conservation Department 
says that control measure should be instituted.

The number of deer hunters in the southern third 
of Michigan has increased from about 15,000 in 1952 
to 53,000 in 1962 and the buck kill there has kept pace 
with the hunters, increasing from 1,140 in 1952 to 5,450 
in 1962. 
In 1962 in the better southern hunting areas 
one of 5 hunters killed a buck and this success ratio 
equals that of the finest northern hunting.

No Mixed Teams 
In 1964. for the first time in 
state history, candidates for the 
second spot will be picked by 
the Dem ocratic and Republican 
party conventions, and will run 
on a “ ticket” with candidates

In much the sam e way can­ 
didates for president pick their 
vice presidents, 
the guberna­ 
torial aspirants — for the first 
tim e—will help select their run­ 
ning m ates. 
Because this assures the gov­ 
ernor and lieutenant governor 
will always be of the sam e poli­ 
tical party, it is to be expected 
the potential governors will try 
to pick men who reflect sim ilar 
political philosophy as well as 
“ balance” the ticket. 
But m ore im portantly, in the 
view of m any capitol observers, 
it m eans the No. 2 candidate is 
likely to be one who can be pre­ 
pared for the governorship if 
and when the tim e comes.

Lesinski Wants Action 
F orm er Gov. John Swainson I 
was only the second m an in this 1 
century to move upw ard from 
lieutenant governor.

On Dec. IT, 1903, w hen Wil­ 
b u r and Orville W right took 
their fragile, kite-like airplane 
from a shed and began m an ’s 
first powered flight from the 
send dunes at 
K itty 
Hawk, 
young Daniel Wells was w o rk ­ 
ing in the woods north of Es­ 
canaba. 
The little town w as called 
Wells. Mich., after his father, 
John W. Wells, a w ealthy M e­ 
nom inee lum berm an. 
Daniel 
Wells 
w as 
general 
m anager of the 
Ford 
River 
L um ber Co., and new ly m a r­ 
ried. He had just retu rn ed from 
hoisting the A m erican flag over 
the Sandw ich Islands (H aw aii), 
fighting in the Phillipine In su r­ 
rection and the B oxer Rebel­ 
lion. 
M eets The W rights 
He moved to Detroit in 1907 
and tw o years later m et the 
W right brothers for the first 
tim e 
T hey looked like no n rem ark - 
able young fellows. Wells said, 
“like two young businessm en.” 
“We thought that 
if 
the 
Weights could build a plant that 
would go nonstop to B irm ing- I 
ham or Windsor they w ere real­ 
ly doing som ething.” 
The Wrights had been hailed 
in the United States and E u­ 
rope but w ere interested p ri­ 
marily in getting into the busi­ 
ness of m anufacturing planes, 
he said. 
“They came up to Detroit 
looking for a sponsor to get in-

then we formed the Aero Club 
cf Michigan.

Wells, now 87, chuckled.

He said he 
believed it was the first solid 
backing offered to the brothers. 
“We think our little A ero 
Club fath ered everything in the 
air today,” he said, “but you 
w on’t find it in the aviation 
books.”

Mystery Spot 


In Deep Space 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In 
the

Space m ystery: A rocket a s ­ 
tronom er thinks a m ysterious 
spot in deep space — invisible, 
silent but a rem arkably strong 
source of x-rays—m ay really be 
a neutron star.

nomical Society Friday that the 
neutron sta r could 
the re m ­ 
nant of a super nova, which ex­ 
ploded m ore

ago in 1054. 
According to Dr. 
F riedm an, 
the neutron star, with its co m ­ 
pacted core cf neutrons, would 
m easure only 5-10 miles across 
but w'ould weigh as much as the 
sun. It could give a 
new ex­ 
planation of what happens from 
an exploding star — or su p er­ 
nova. 
An Aerobee rocket last April 
found two individual sources of 
x-rays, one in the constellation 
of Scorpius and the other in the 
Crab nebula, in our Milky Way 
galaxy. The latter m ay be the 
collapsed core of the supernova 
which exploded in 1054.
